STUDENTS REBEL. 


They Refuse To Take Partin the 
Examinations. 

St. Petersburg. April 23.—The rector to- 
day informed the students that General 
Vannoffsky. the Russian minister of pub- 
lic instruction, had refused to defer the 
examinat ons until autumn or make fur- 
ther concessions to the students. 

Although the popular professor, M. 
Petroicky, pleaded against an action 
which would render it difficult for a 
liberal minister to carry through his 
berevolent intentions, the students de- 
cided by a vote of 684 to 649 against par- 
ticipating in the examinations. They re- 
solved, however, not to create obstruc- 
tion and the minority agreed to submit 
to the will of the majority. 

The electro- technical. the civil engi- 
neering, the women’s medical and the wo- 
men's academic institutions will also de- 
cide against taking the examinations. 
The sincere friends of the students regret 
the step taken in this respect, believing 
that the students should allow the recall 
of the absent tes to come as gn act of 
grace from the government and should 
not attempt. to force concessions.

Alleged She’s Discriminated Against 
by United States. 

Bari, Italy, April 23.—Signor Luzzatti, 
the former minister of the treasury, de- 
livered an important speech today on the 
“ecmmercial relations between Italy and 
other countries, Referring to the United 
States, he said the provisions of the 
treaty of commerce between France and 
the United States, if they had been ap- 
proved by congress without an equivalent 
understanding with Italy. would have 
driven Italy out of the American market.

These two new Willdings, particularly 
the dormitory, will be the handsomest 
buildings on the campus and will add 
much to the beauty and — of 
the college grounds. 

The last legislature * $45,000 
for the’ purpose of improving the old 
buildings on the campus and to build 
the new.dormitory and mess hal. The 
trustees took the question of new build- 
ings into consideration, and at a meet- 
ing of the building committee, of which 
B. A. Denmark, of Savannah, is chair- 
man, held several weeks ago, G. L. Norr- 
man, of Atlanta, was selected as archi- 
tect. Tentative plans were prepared by 
Mr. Norrman and submitted to the full 
board of trustees at the recent meeting 
in Athens. 

The new dormitory will be built of 
brick and stuccoed, and will be of. the 
new Greek style of architecture.’ It will 
cost, completed, approximately $28,000... It 
will be located just in the rear of the 
Moore college on the Lumpkin street 
side of the campus, facing the athletic | 
field about opposite the rear of the 
‘chapel. It will in no way encroach upon 
the athletic field, but will be situated in 
the grove’ just to the west of it. 

As the illustration herewith shows, the 
dormitory will be three stories in height 
with a basement, and will contain thirty- 
six rooms, affording accommodations for 
seventy-eight students. Two of.the rooms 
on each floor will be unusually large in 
dimensions—16x25 feet—while all the other 
rooms in the building will be of the 
uniform size of 15x16 feet. The lavatories, 
baths and:toilet rooms will be located in 
the basement.

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The New Dining Hall for the State University at Athens, To Bee 
Erected Near the New Dormitory and Mess Hall. 
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of the trustees to supply each bedroom 
in the dormitory with a bed, a table and 
a washstand, the bedding and such other 
furniture as may be desired being fur- 
nished by the students occupying the 
room. This will be of considerable ad- 
vantage to the students, as heretofore 
they have been furnishing their own 
rooms. The new dormitory, together with 
the old, will furnish rooming accommo- 
dations for more than 150 students. The. 
old one, which stands about the center of 
the campus and just to the west of the 
center walk, contains thirty-six rooms, 
and accommodates from seventy-five to 
eighty students. 

The new dining hall will be located just 
to the south of the new dormitory and on 
a line with it, space enough being left be- 
tween the two buildings to put in another 
dormitory whenever it may be found 
necessary and expedient. It will face in 
the same direction; almost to the east, 
and will stand opposite the western end 
of the present. dormitory. It will be 
similar in style to the other building, 
though containing considerable less de- 
tail, being a smaller building. 

The dining hall will be two stories in 
height, containing two dining rooms each 
thirty-six feet square, a sitting or loung- 


pantry on the first floor, while on the 
second floor will be located the matron’s 
room and three other rooms for the use 
of students who may be sick enough to 
need such care and attention as they 
can be given there. In. the basement will 
be located the storerooms. The dining 
hall will cost complete. between $12,000 
and $13,000. 


The bids will be opened and the con- 
tracts awarded by the building commit- 
tee in Athens on May 13th, and it is ex- 
pected that work will be begun very 
shortly thereafter. The new buildings 
will hardly be ready for use by the 
time college opens in the fall, and it 
will probably take until January 1, 1902, 
to complete them. The corner stones of 
both buildings will be laid at the ap- 
proaching centennial commencement of 
the university. 


The new buildings will add greatly to 
the appearance of the university campus. 
With what has been done and what is to 
be done in this respect in the next six 
or eight months, including the improve- 
ment of the old buildings, the student 
of ten years ago will hardly recognize 
the old campus should he decide to visit 
it in 1902 for the first time since gradua-

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DEEDS ON TENTED FIELD, 


WINS PARDON FOR HIS CRIME 


Washington, April 2.—The president to- 
day pardoned Joseph N. Wolfson, who 
was convicted in 1896 in the United States 
district court of Louisiana of being in col- 
lusion with the bookkeeper of the Union 
Natfonal bank of New Orleans in the 
embezzlement of $640,000 of the funds of 
the bank and who was sentenced to eight 
years’ imprisonment. 

The case is in many respects a remark- 
able one and has attracted @onsiderabte 
attention. Wolfson was a prominent law- 
yer in: New Orleans before the failure of 
the hank in 1996, and had been a depositor 
in the institution for many years prior 
to that time. Of the missing funds he 
. wads charged with having obtained $19,000. 
The long: legal battle which today ended 
in Wolfson’s pardon then began. Wolfson 
had the aid of powerful and influential 
friends. The case was appealed to the 
circuit court of appeals, which affirmed 
the decision of the lower court, and was 
then carried to the supreme court on a 
writ of certiorari. 

Meantime Wolfson contif@ed the prac-

tice of his profession in New Orleans un- 
til the breaking out of the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war. Being then under sentence 
with his case still pending in the supreme 
court, he enlisted in the volunteer army 
with the consent of the attorney general 
and the secretary of war and served un- 
til February. 1899, when he was mustered 
out. He then enlisted in the regulars 
and went to the Philippines, where he 
served until October, 1900, when he was 
invalided home, In January of the pres- 
ent year the supreme court refused the 
writ of certiorari and Wolfson applied for 
execytive clemency. He still has about 
one year to serve in the regular army 
before his term of service expires. He 
expects to return to the Philippines im- 
mediately and rejoin his regiment. 
In recommending the pardon to 

president, the attgrney general, said: 


“He approaches you as a — oe oy for 
pardon,.asking that his brave deeds and 
shattered health be accepted as atone- 
ment for the crime of ich he stands 
legally convicted.

Cincinnati, O., April 23.—While the Ohle 
river is reported tonight as falling from 
Fittsburge to the mouth of the Big Kana-

The weather 
bureau still predicts that the limit will 
be reached here tomorrow and that there 
will be still less trouble below this city. 
While alarming reports come .from Iron- 
ton, Portsmouth, Huntington, Catletts- 
burg and intermediate points tonight, the 
weather bureau says the outlook is real- 
ly encouraging and that the beginning of: 
the end will reach Cincinnat! tomorrow 
when the stage will not exceed W feet. 
The Big Sandy and other lower tribu- 
taries are falling as well as the head- 
waters. The heavy snow in the 
mountains at the headwaters of the Ken- 
tucky river, followed by rains, have not 
checked the rapid flow in the lower Ohio 
river as was feared. 
Jollification Meetings Held. 

The most encouraging news today came 
from Point Pleasant, where the river be- 
came stationary and later reports show 
that it is falling as far down as Marfetta 
and Parkersburg. In some of the maler 
places bells were rung and cannons fired) 
and jollification meotings were held when 
the statjonary stage was reached.

Since the crest of the flood has W 
the Pomeroy bend there its great alarm 
tonight at Catlettsburg. Ashland, Ironton 
Huntington, Portsmouth and other lower 
points where the crest of the flood is now 
passing and where false reports have bden 
circulated about another rise. One of 
these reports was that there had been a 
cloucburst up the Big Sandy, scriously 
affecting Catlettsburg, Ashland and other 
places. It turned out that the flood had 
ceused the natural gas pipe line sup- 
plying these places to burst and they 
were left without light and fuel for that 
reason. The large rolling mills and fax 
torfes at these places were compelled to 
shut down for the same reason. From 
that point to Cincinnati the rise fluctuates 
from oné-tenth of an inch in some hours 
to almost three-tenths in other hours 
end when it increased tonight there waa 
renewed alarm at London and Portsmouth 
and points opposite them. The weather 
bureau here, however, reports tonight 
that there was no change in the situation 
and that the flood continued to pass from 
the Ohio valley more rapidly the furth 
it got down stream. All these — 
about a second rise were due to these 
fluctuations and to such false rumors as 
were circulated below Catlettsburg about 
A waterspout. 

Highest Water Today. 

The weather bureau here is confident 
that Cincinnati and all points above it 
will have their highest water tomorrow 
and that at no place will it reach such a 
stage as three years ago. 

At 6 o’clock tonight the stage of the 
Ohio river was 55.1 feet and rising at 
the rate of two-tenths of a foot per 
heur. This is five feet above the d 
line and within three feet of the timit 
expected during this flood. The weather 
bureau announces tonight that the river 
will become stationary here some time 
tomorrow and that it will not exceed 58 
feet, or elght feet above what is known 
as the“ danger line. The water reaches 
the first floor of tenement houses along 
the river front at forty-five feet. but ft 
does not reach any of the business 
houses below fifty feet. 

The water in the tenement houses along 
the river front, known as ‘sausage row.“ 
“rat row.“ etc., is now over ten f 
deep from the first floors and will likely 
be over thirteen feet from the first floors 
tomorrow. These tenements are so dense- 
ly packed that there is no room in the 
upper stories for extra lodgers. The 
people were removed from the first floors 
yesterday and from the second floors to- 
day, The coal and lumber yards along 
the river as well as the warehouses, ob- 
bers and manufacturers in the lower part 
of the city are submerged, but will suffer 
comparatively little loss because of the 
warning they have constantly been re 
ceiving since last’ Saturday from the 
weather bureau. Notwit..standing these 
warnings, many barges have been sunk 
and there has been some damage to 
other craft. Judging from the rafts of 
logs and, the drift in the river, many 
along the tributaries did not get the 
weather bureau reports and were sur- 
prised. 

In the flooded districts in the southern, 
eastern and western parts of the city 
today, the trimmers of the street electric 
lights made their rounds in boats in. 
stead of wagons and had no trouble in 
reaching the lamps. 

The Cincinnati ball park, located in the 
Mill creek valley on the west side, is 
under water tonight. The Reds opened 
this season by postponing seven 
out of the first eight consecutive dates.

In this con- 
nection he dwelt upon the work of Ogle- 
thorpe in founding the colony of Georgia 
and of Whitfield, the founder of Bethes- 
da, and their able coadjutors and as- 
sistants who took up the work after 
them. Governor Candler praised the in- 
stitution, its work and purposes, as well 
as its supporters. Speaking of institu- 
_tions of this character, he said: 


“This orphans’ home is of more impor- 
tance and of more benefit to the common 
people of Savannah than the University

The old officers of the Union Society 
were re-elected, this being Colonel Es- 
till's twenty-eighth election as president. 
When he took charge in 1874 there were 
nineteen boys being cared for by the 
institution. Today there are 130. 

Governor Candler left tonight for Al- 
bany, where he will attend the chautau- 
qua. 

The lélst anniversary of the Union So- 
clety and the 16lst of the foundation of 
Whitfield orphan home, to be celebrated 
Tuesday, April 23d, is expected to be the 
greatest gathering at Bethesda that has 
taken place in the recent history of the 
institution. 

The presance of Clovernee Candler, who 
will deliver the annual address, will add 
greatly to the interest of the occasion and 
will attract many who will wish to do 
honor to Georgia's governor. Bethesda 
has been honored with many distinguished 
speakers during the more than a century 
and a half that has elapsed since the 
foundation of the institution, but this is 
probably the first instance in which a 
chief magistrate of the state has been the 
orator-of the occasion. 

Bethesda, or the House of Mercy,”’ is 
situated about ten miles from Savannah. 
upon. one of the country roads. As is 
well known to every student of the state’s 
history, the orphan house was founded 
by the famous George Whitfield, the 
noted evangelist, who succeeded the Weg- 
leys at Savannah in the early history of 
the colony and who labored most un- 
ceasingly for its moral and spiritual ad- 
vancement. The young colony, founded 
for the relief of the poor and distressed, 
was poverty stricken, and one of the first 
things Whitfield noticed was the number 


of orphan children. The need of such an 


establishment was first suggested to him 
by the Rev. Charles Wesley, who labor- 
ed here with his brother, John Wesley, 
the founder of Methodism. 

Grasping the idea and the need Whit- 
field at once devoted his energies to it. 
He was ably assisted by James Haber- 
sham, one of the fathers of the early 
colony, and of whom he speaks as his 
“beloved fellow traveler.“ Proceeding to 
England Whitfield sécured from thé trus- 
tees of the colony the grant of 500 acres 
of any vacant land which he should se- 
lect. He also secured liberal contribu- 
tions for his object while in England. Re- 
turning to Savannah the ground was se- 
lected by Mr. Habersham and on the 25th 
of March, 1740, Whitfield laid with his 
own hands the first brick of his orphan 
house, which he called Betnesda, or 
House of Mercy.“ 

The charity was one always déar to 
Whitfield’s heart and which he never al- 
lowed to depart from his mind during 
the thirty years that his labors continued. 
One of his plans was for a college to be 
attached to the House of Mercy, but this 
he was never able to carry out. Whit- 
field’s strong friend and supporter, Selina, 
countess of Huntingdon, whom he had 
converted to Methodism, adoptéd Beth- 
esda, and it was probably by reason of 
her large benefactions alone that the or- 
phanage yas enabled to pass through the 
first half century of the troublous expe- 
riences of the youngest and feeblest col- 
ony of the thirteen. 

In Whitfield’s will was found a clause 
devising the Bethesda to the countess of 
Huntingdon, which responsibility she 
promptly accepted. The hand of fate 
seemed to have turned against this be- 
nevolent institution, however. About the 
beginning of the revolutionary war the 


’ buildings were struck by lightning and 


consumed by the flames. They were re- 
built by Lady Huntingdon, doubtless as- 
sisted by the charity of the people of Sa- 
vannah. But other disasters followed. 
The British troops, during their occupa- 
tion of the city, made use of the butid- 
ings, and when they evacuated Savannah. 
in 1782 destroyed everything of value. 
Lady Huntingdon, who survived until 
1791, labored with indomitable persever- 
ance and Christian zeal to forward the

Another war intervened, interfering 
with the work of the society, but the 
buildings fortunately escaped destruction, 
and the work has since been continued 
without intermission. For a number of 
years after the war the work was on a 
small scale, but for the last score of 
years there has béén a constant and 
gradual improvement; both in the char- 
acter and extent of the property and in 
the number of charges cared. for. There 
is not a better -~ulpped orphanage in 
the state today than Bethesda, nor one 
which is better conducted. About 130 
orvhan boys receive there not only shel- 
‘ter, food and clothing, but are carefully 
taught and well hooked after.

The contractors.are to have 
the buildipg ready by July Ist, when the 
machinery will be installed and the man- 
ufacture of goodg commenced. The mill 
is situated between the Southern railway 
and the Gainesville, Jefferson and South- 
ern railroad, and spur and side tracks 
have been cut in by the roads to facilitate 
the handling of material used in the con- 


struction of the plant. 

The Pacolet mill, at New Holland 
Springs, is nearing completion. The en- 
gines and boilers are being installed, this 
work having been in progress for some 
fime and not yet completed. With the 
finishing touches to the interior and ex- 
terior of the buildings, and the installa- 
tion of the machinery, the mill will 
be ready for work, but the Pacolet com- 
pany is in no hurry to start up yet, owing 
to the unsettled condition of affairs in 
China, brought about by the boxer move- 
ment and subsequent war. Sometime ago 
the shipping agent of the company an- 
nounced that the last shipment of goods 
found the ports all open and all right, 
but there is yet much uncertainty among 
the manufacturers, who are hesitating 
about spinning much of their cotton. As 
to the Pacolet company itself, however, 
the direcwrs feel that the skies will soon 
clear and that there will continue to be 
the great demand for their goods in the 
Flowery Kingdom as has been the case 
heretofgre; in which event the mill at 
New Holland will begin operations, likely, 
in the early fall.

The crime for which Gordon was con- 
victed was committed recently at his res- 
idence on McMillan street. He went to 
his home one night and shot his wife, 
shot another relative and shot at his 
mother in law, but missed her. His wife 
died a short time afterwards. Gordon 
escaped from the scene of his crime, but 
was later captured by County Police- 
man Dunbar. 

Columbus Davis, another negro, was 


tried yesterday afternoon on the charge 


of murdering a negro by the name of 
Bush, The jury returned a verdict find- 
ing Davis guilty of manslaughter and 
Judge Candler imposed a sentence of five 
years in the penitentiary. 

Davis ‘and Bush became involved in 
some trouble over a crap game in an 
upstairs room on Alabama street and a 
short time later Davis stabbed and killed 
Bush. The defendant alleged that Bush 
was attacking him with a bottle and 
that he did the stabbing to protect his 
life. Davis was represented by Attorneys 
J. W. Hamilton and W. 8. Howard. 

John Johnson, the negro charged with 
knocking down and robbing Mrs. J. Gold- 
berg on Courtland street recently, was 
convicted and sentenced to servé twenty 
years in the penitentiary. The testimony 
showed that Johnson had been caught in 
the very act of robbing Mrs. Goldberg. 

Oscar Bankston, a white man, was ac- 
quitted of complicity in the recent shoot- 
ing of Mrs. Alex Stevens at her home in 
Bellwood. Bud Bankston, a brother of 
Oscar, is charged with being the princi- 
pal-in the crime, but he has never been 
captured. It seems that Bud Bankston 
had some ‘trouble with Mrs. Stephens's 
husband and had gone to his home to 
see him, whey the shooting occurred.

The people of Alabama voted today on 
the proposition to call a convention to 
assemble in this city on May Ast to 
reform the constitution of the state to 
the needs of the present day. An ex- 
ceedingly light vote has been polled 
throughout the state, but the returns 
indicate that perhaps five-sixths of the 
counties have voted in favor of a conven- 
tion being held. 

The principl reforms which the conven- 
tion has in view are the suffrage, the 
courts, the terms of public officers and 
the abolishment of so much local legisla- 
tion. No definite programme -has been 
mapped out by any faction of influence 
and the convention will necessarily be 
in session some days before the drift of 
sentiment can be obtained. 

There has been apathy in every county 
in the state so far as reports go. 

The democratic campaign committee 
has made a brief ¢ampaign and speakers 
have been sent out, but nowhere haye 
the people been greatly enthused. There 
has been no organization against the 
convention, as the opposition to it was 
simply declining to go to the polls. 

At today’s election fifty-five delegates 
from the state at large were elected and 
one hundred from the counties, each 
county being allowed so many delegates 
as it has members in the house of repre- 
sentatives. ‘

Against Eldridge. 


USE OF MONEY IS SUGGESTED 


Hearing for the Accused Senator Is 
Suggested by the Members of 
the Body. 


Nashville, Tenn., April 23.—(Special.)— 
The senate committee appointed yester- 
day to review the evidence contained in 
the Peeler bill and the Eldridge invsti- 
gating committee bearing on the alleged 
use of money in the race for assistant 
clerk of the senate today submitted its 
findings to the senate. This report is vir- 
tually an indictdment against Senator 
Eldridge and it recommends his formal 
trial. The members of the committee said 
in their report: 

“So far as they have made investiga- 
tion, they are of the opinion that suffi- 
cient evidence has developed for this com- 
mittee to recommend an investigation of 
this race for assistant clerk of the senate, 
land especially the conduct of „5 
Eldridge, a senator from the county of 
Shelby and a member of this body, as to 
whom this committee_submits there is 
probable cause to believe that moncy was 
used to influence his vote by A. 8, Mc- 
Dowell, who was a candidate for said po- 
sition of assistant clerk of the senate, 
and there is further probable cause to be- 
lieve that said Eldridge accepted. money 
or a check for money, or both, in con- 
sideration of his support of said Mc- 
Dowell in his said race.“ 


The’ committee recommended fat El- 
dridge be given a hearing before the whole 
senate, and that this senate remain in 
session a sufficient length of time to hear 
said evidence and determine the quilt or 
innocence of said Eldridge and take such 
further action as the occasion may war- 
rant or the necessity of the case may 
demand.“ The report was received and a 
resolution adopted ordering an investiga- 
tion. Speaker White appointed Senators 
Seay and Swofford to act as attorneys for 
the senate and the hearing will begin 
Thursday. Senator Eldridge, who is in 
Mississippi at present, will, it is said, re- 
turn here Thursday morning. 


NICHOLAS GIVEN HIS LIBERTY. 


Slayer of Trainer of Race Horses Is 
Yurned Loose. 

Lexington, Ky., April 23.—(Spectal.)— 
Lawyer William D. Nicholas, who Fri- 
day evening shot and killed Owen Brad- 
ley, the well-known trainer of race 
horses, was acquitted on the charge of 
murder today by County Judge Bullock. 
Nicholas took the stand in his own be- 
half and described in detail the sensa- 
tional encounter with Bradley, who was 
regarded as a dangerous man. He de- 
clared Bradley had drawn his revolver 
and did fire one shot and that his second 
shot struck Bradley’s revolver, rendering 
it useless. It was proved by other wit- 
nesses that there was a dent on Brad- 
ley’s revolver as if something had struck 
it, and a gunsmith testified that the 
weapon was injured and would not re- 
volve. One chamber of Bradley’s pistol 
had been exploded. 

Mamie Smith, over whom the trouble 
originated, testified that Bradley had 
forced her to enter the carriage with 
him to go and “see him kill. Nicholas.” 
She had witnessed several encounters 
between the men over her, stating that 
on one occasion Bradley had knocked 
Nicholas down. Nicholas had escaped 
him once by jumping through the window 
and had remained in his home several 
hours while Bradley watched with a shot- 
gun for him to come out. On account 
of the prominence of Nicholas and Brad- 
ley, the courtroom was crowded and the 
trial consumed the entire day.

Houston, Ten. April B. —Staid capi 
talists representing the New York cham- 
ber of commerce’ and Merchants“ — 
ciation witnessed today thé scenes, to 
them strange, of the excited crowds 
‘speculating in oil lands at Beaumont. 
They marveled at the large and frequent 
changes of money and were still more 
surprised wherr they went to see the ex- 
hibition of three. o- the gushers at the 
oil fields. The Texans have not deen 
backward in hospitality toward the New 
Yorkers, and Beaumont, where the 
guests were lunched by the local cham- 
ber of commerce, they were escorted past 
Port Arthur to view the hafbor and: 
transportation fatilities at Sabine Pass. 
Later this afternoon the train brought 
them to Houston, where they were ban- 
queted tonight and welcomed by ex-Gov- 
ernor Hogg. ex-Congressman Hutchinson 
and others. 

In the eyes of the New Yorkers the 
most important step to be achieved by 
their contact with the Texans is a bet- 
terment of the relations between the 
Texas. statutes dnd foreign capital. 

Attorney James B. Dill said tonight: 

“You have your oil wells which need 
capital to develop. You have an anti- 
trust law which I fear may keep our 
waiting capital out. You must choose 
between the two for yourselves.” 

An accident on the return trip from 
Sabine Pass narrowly escaped marring 
the journey. A bunch of Texas cattle 
was caught on the track, four being 
killed or maimed and dragged under the 
trucks. It was by rare chance that the 
special was not derailed. 

Tomorrow the committee remains in 
Houston. until late in the afternoon, when 
they will be taken by barge down Buffalo 
bayou to La Porte. Thursday they go 
by rail to Galveston. 

The visit of the New Yorkers at Beau- 
mont Was the occasion for turning loose 
the gushers and this drew a verv large 
crowd to the oil fields, where the Higgins 
well and the Beatty well gave a very 
creditable exhibiuon of their powers. The 
exhibition at the field was quite success- 
fui and fairly amazed the visitors. 

A runaway tram in the midst of the 
tremendous crowd created some excite- 
ment ana looked very wicked for the time 
being. However, no one was hurt save 
Gustave Jahn, of the Merchants’ Asso- 
clation, who was in a carriage which 
was struck by the runaway tram. Mr. 
Jahn was thrwn from the carriage but 
was not seriousi* injured. The shock, 
however, was such that he retired to his 
berth in a special car for several hours.

OLIVE AND COTTON SEED OIL. 


Mixture of Two Must Pay Duty as 
Olive Oil. 

New York, April 23.—The board of 
Classification of the United States ‘gen- 
éral appraisers today announced a de- 
cision regarding the duty on a mixture 
of olive and cotton seed oil. In quantity 
the olive oil was but 10 per cent of the 
mixture, but in value it was about 25 
The collector at San Juan, 
Porto Rico, assessed a duty of. 30 cents 
per gallon, under the provision in para- 
graph forty: of the tariff act for olive 
oli, not especially provided for in bot- 
tles; jars, tins or similar. packages. 

The importer, J. Marcobayona,. filed a 
protest, claiming that the merchandise 
was properly dutiable as cotton seed oil 
under paragraph 36. .

Higginson To Relieve Farquhar. 
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~ Memphis: Got t $3000, 


Negro Porter Shot and Express Mes- 
denger Cruelly Beaten Over the 
‘ Héad—Six Men in Gang. 
‘Robbery Planned in 
Memphis. 


Little Rock, Ark., April 23.—It is stated 
that over $3,000 was secured in the hold- 
up of the Choctaw, Oklahoma and Gulf 
passenger. train last night near Iron 
Mountain crossing, four and a half miles 
west of Memphis. The train reached 
Little Rock half an hour late, at 6 o’clock 
this morning. 

Sidney Drew, the negro porter, who was 
shot by the bandits, was taken to St. 
Vincent’s hospital, where his wound was 
dressed. His condition is serious. 

C. T. Meader, the express messenger, 
was badly beaten over the head and 
‘shoulders with a pistol, but was able to 
continue his run. The passengers were 
not molested. Six masked men boarded 
the train,. which left Memphis at 11:40 
o'clock last night, when it made the 
usual stop at Bridge Junction, Afk., after 
crossing the Mississippi river bridge. 
They escaped observation. When a point 
half a mile west of the Iron Mountain 
crossing had been reached Messenger 
Meader started to pass from the first 
car to the second, where the express safes 
were, as he had finished arranging the 
baggage. As he opened the door he was 
confronted by. four men, in whose hands 
were two revolvers and two shotguns, 
Qne of the gang grappled with Meader 
and secured the pistol he carried around 
his waist. 

The Shooting Begins. 

About this time the train began to slow 
up and soon came to a full stop. Then 
the shooting began. The two men who 
had boarded the rear of the second car, 
captured Sidney Drew, the train porter, 
and made him uncouple the cars. Under 
orders from two of the men, who had 
mounted the cab, Engineer Johnson 
pulled the two baggage and express cars 
about half a mile away from the balance 
of the train to a point in the midst of a 
cane brake and ten or fifteen miles from 
any habitation. 

When the engine stopped, George 
Ward, a boy who had been riding on the 
blind baggage, sprang off and started in- 
to the woods. A shot from one of the 
robbers Brought him back to the train. 

“Open the local safe or we will kill 
vou,“ shouted the leader of the gang to 
the messenger. The messenger: obeyed, 
and one of the men placed the contents 
of the local safe in a sack. 

„Now you and the kid get into the car 
ahead,“ was the next order. Meader did 
not seem to move fast enough to suit 
the bandit, who had him in charge, and 
he fell upon Meader with the butt end ofa 
revolver with which the express mes- 
senger was severely beaten over the head 
and back. The boy, frightened almost 
out of his senses, cowered in a corner of 
the car and was not attacked. 

Meanwhile, four of the gang were at 
work on the through safe in the second 
ear. About a pint of nitro-glycerine was 
poured into th edoor. When everything 
was ready a fuse was lighted and all left 
the car. 

Terrible Explosion Followed. 

A terrible explosion followed. The door 
of the safe was blown off and hurled 
through the side of the car, striking a 
tree twenty yards away. The robbers 
then re-entered the car and it was the 
work of a few moments to transfer the 
contents of the safe to the sack. Every- 
thing was taken. The robbera then 
jumped off and with a few parting shots 
disappeared into the cane brakes. 

Engineer Johnson ran back to the rest 
of the train, and as soon as the coupling 
was made pulled away for Edmonson, the 
nearest telegraph station, twelve miles 
distant. Here the affair was reported to 
Superintendent Harris, who immediately 
secured a pack of bloodhounds and hur- 
ried to the scene. 

Messenger Meader says: 

„I was made to open the local safe with 
my keys. I was then ordered into the 
car ahead and heard them blow open the 
safe. Thev beat me with their pistols 
just for meanness, for I did all they told 
me to do without protest. They had 
the drop, and I did not care to get shot. 
I saw six of the men and all were masked. 
They appeared to be young men. All were 
excited but one, who seemed to be the 
leader.“ 

Robbers Were in Memphis. 

Memphis, Tenn., April B.— Detectives 
have been at work all day at the scene, 
of the daring train robbery on the Choc- 
taw, Oklahoma and Gulf railroad near 
Iron Mountain crossing, Arkansas, at an 
early hour this morning, but so far no 
arrests have been made. It is stated by 
an official of the Wells-Fargo Express 
Company that the bandits secured less 
than $300. 

It is suspected that the men who per- 
petrated the robbery were in Memphis 
last night. A short time before the 
west-bound train over the Kansas City, 
Memphis and Fort Scott left the Calhoun 
Street depot at 8:30 e’clock last night, two 
men approached the ticket window and 
asked for tickets to Bridge Junction. 
General Ticket Agent Coltart and Night 
Agent Washington were on duty at the 
time. They declined to sell them tickets 
to that point, stating that it was against 
the rules and that no trains stopped 
here. The men insisted on buying tick- 
ets, both appearing nervously anxious to 
get off on the out-going Kansas City 
train. They stated that tickets were 
wanted for several persons. 

The supposition is that the robbery 
was planned to take place at Bridge 
Junction on the Kansas City 8:30 train 
and wait for the coming of the Choctaw 
-express, which reaches Bridge Junction 
about 12:03 a. m.

Stories of Fearful Suffering Are Par) 
tially Confitmed. 


ALABAMA MAN 38 A VICTIM 


Dr. Baum, of Mobile, Perished Try- 
ing To Aid Sufferers—Horrible 
Scene in Cabin. 


Seattle, Wash., April 238.—Partial con- 
firmation of the recent reports of many 
deaths by freezing were recéived today. 
The Nome Gold Digger, of January goth 
says: 

“Dr. Pelton, of Oakland, Cal. was froz- 
en on the night of January ist, near Solo- 
mon. 

Dr. W. F. Baum perished while carry- 
ing medical asistance to a sick miner. 
He was a native of Mobile, Ala., and saw 
service in the Cuban war. 

“This afternoon United States Marshal 
McLean brought in the remains of Alex- 
ander Snow from Solomon. 

“A horrible story was told at the cham- 
ber of commerce meeting Monday night 
of sixteen men and a woman huddled to- 
gether in a maimed and ‘mutilated condi- 
tion from frost bite In 4 ‘cabin on Pilgrim 
river, unable to lie down because of the 
crush, and with the added horror of star- 
vation facing them. An appeal te the mil. 
itary Was resolved upon and within two 
hours an emergency supply of food was 
flying over the trail by moonlight, drawn 
by swift dogs. The next dav a number 
of the victims arrived in town and told 
their story. Some of them were badly 
frost bitten and had endured severe hard- 
ships.

STRENGTH OF REGULAR ARMY. 


It Will Be Fixed at. Approximately 
76,000 Men. 


Washington, April 23.—It has been de- 
termined to increase the regular army 
to approximately 76,000 men and to leave it 
at that Qumiber unless conditions in the 
Philipines should make more troops nec- 
essary. The president and Secretary Root 
reached this conclusion today and the de- 
tails will be worked out by the secretary 
and General Miles. The number of offi- 
cers appointed will be as originally con- 
templated. 

The artillery corps will be increased to 
its full strength of 18,000 men. Some 
time ago it was announced that the com- 

panies of cavalry would contain sixty-five 
instead of eighty enlisted men, and it is 
expected that the infantry companies will 
also be reduced to bring the total to the 
figure agreed upon. It has not yet been 
determined what proportion of the troops 
shall be stationed in the Philippines, al- 
though it is known that a large force will 
be required there for some time.

Out To Quell Riot—Certifted .. 


Checks for Large Amounts 
Lost During ‘the 
Trouble. 


New York, April 23.—All the reserves 
from the Old Slip and Church Street po- 
lice stations and ten men from police 
headquarters were ordered to Broad 
street this afternoon, because of a free- 
for-all fight between messenger boys and 
push ‘cart venders. A number of curb 
brokers joined in the fight and there was 
considerable excitement. 

The trouble commenced when a number 
of Italians were arrested. For some rea- 
son the Italian venders had crowded to- 
gether and refused to move. The police 
thefi arrested a few of them. This caused 
quite a crowd to collect. In the confu- 
sion messenger boys by the hundreds 
swarmed about the Italian venders and 
after the police had gone began to steal 
fruit and candy. The Italians resisted, 
but the boys being re-enforced rushed 
in and fought the Italians. A man 
rushed into the crowd to prevent the boys 
from stealing the fruit and he was thrown 
down and trampled upon. As the-excite- 
ment grew messenger boys, curb brokers 
and others rushed from all quarters. 
The mob Was the thickest in front of the 
hew Broad-Exchange building, at Broad 
street and Exchange Place. Workmen on 
this building threw down pfaster and bags 
of debris on the crowds. ‘The reserves 
soon quelled the disorder. 

The police arrested one messenger boy 
who appeared to be a leader in the fight. 
The police refused to give the boy’s name 
and he was hustled to a police court. 
Another messenger had an envelope with 
five certified checks in it. One was for 
$27,000 and another for $9,000. They were 


lost in the mob. Harry Tassel, a broker, 
during the height of the riot rushed out 
from No. 4 Broad street, and just as he 
reached the sidewalk he was struck on 
the head with a bottle which was thrown 


from some upper story. He received a 
bad scalp wound. It was reported that 
many valuable messages entrusted to 
messenger boys by their employers are 
missing, the boys having dropped them 
during the riot.

TOO MUCH OFFICIAL PRAISE. 


A Generosity That Is Afflicting the 
American Army. 


The Army and Navy Register: The dis- 
position to praise the work of others 
and to give credit where it is deemed of 
merit, are qualities which probably should 
be commended as a generous impulse but 
under some circumstances this glorifica- 
tion in unstinted indiscrimination is haz- 
ardous arid apt to lead to results which 
are not the most beneficial. 

The reports which are peing received 
at the adjutant general’s office from army 
Officers in the field are laden with ac- 
knowledgments of individual merit and 
with recommendations of official reward 
of officers and men. It is well tat every 
officer or soldier who does his duty be 
given full credit for his worthy service 
and it is N ually proper that officers and 
men who distingush themselves by con- 
spicuous acts of unusual gallantry re- 
ceive the just reward for their daring. Bn 
may be considered that there are ma 
such in the army sent to the Philigpine 
islands, and in the army which fought 
before Santiago, but there is a danger 
that this liberal praise will be without 
the distinction giving it a real value. If 
all those who do their duty are mentioned 
in reports and dispatches we may — 8 
that the documents and mesages wi 
of great length, * will contain lists 
of names practically without limit, for 
when it comes toa 2 of doing their 
duty, there will be few exceptions among 
the officers and men of the army, navy 
and marine corps. The cemmanding 
general who exercises a discrimination in 
naming those who have distinguished 
themselves will give greater value to his 
encomiums than the officer who mentions 
evéervbody with whom he comes in con- 
tact or who has had the chance of serv- 
ing on his staff or in his command. The 
value of a brevet or a medal of honor 
or honorary mention is in proportion 
to its rarity, and if a large number re- 
ceive the highest recognition there will 
be little in the way of reward to stand 
for extraordinary service.

is not large and they have all had time 
to remove in transfer wagons and seek 
places of refuge. 

At Ironton, the Ohio river, after be- 
coming almost stationary at 3 o'clock this 
afternoon, began rising one inch per hour, 
which continues tonight. The stage here 
was fifty-seven feet one inch at 6 o'clock. 
Many business houses were preparing ta 
move their stocks on the strength of a 
reported rise up the river. There is 
much distress on account of the scarcity 
of coal and the cutting off of the natural 
gas supply. More school houses and pub- 
lic buildings were opened to flood suffer- 
ers tonight. Both the steam and electric 
railways are stopped. 

At Pomeroy tonight the Ohio river is 
still rising slowly with fifteen inches to 
go to reach the great flood mark of 
three years ago. It is expected to be- 
come stationary before morning. 

One Thousand Homeless. 

At Parkersburg, W. Va., the river 
gauged 43 feet and six-tenths tonight 
and was rising less than an inoh per 
hour. There is a great volume of water, 
averaging fifty-five feet from here down 
to Huntington, and a slight rise in the 
Little Kanawha and the uskingum to- 
day kept the water from receding here. 
Besides the loss in the manufacturing 
and wholesale districts, many laborers 
are idle and about 1,000 people have been 
rendered homeless in the flooded district 
in the city. The loss in the lumber and 
tie interests along the Little Kanawha is 
estimated at a quarter of a million. The 
weather being pleasant tonight; many 
parties are bodting over the flooded dis- 
trict in all manner of illuminated and 
decorated craft, some of the boats hav- 
ing muste. All are celebrating the pros- 
pective end of the flood, as well as sight- 
seeing. 

At Charleston, W. Va. about 30 peo- 
ple were rendered homeless and the loss 
of timber in Elk, Poca, Gauley and Coal 
River has deen very great. 

At Huntington the gauge this evening 
was 46.4 and still rising. Adjacent towns 
were submerged; water in many instances 
being in second stories. Over a thou- 
sand people are homeless in this district 
and many are destitute. In Harvey, lo- 
cated near Central City, not Half a dozen 
inhabited houses are left, and it is ex- 
pected that these will be vacated. 

Tovns in Darkness. 

All the towns in this valley that are 
lighted by natural gas are in darkness 
and without fuel, as the natural gas 
main burst near Gallup, Ky. The dam- 
age in this section is estimated at over 
$600,000, 

At Marietta, O., about 150 families are 
homeless. The Ohio became stationary 
at 10 a. m., and afterwards fell slightly. 
Its rise tonight is due to a flood in the 
Muskingum 

At Point Pleasant, W. Va., the river 
reached fifty-three feet tonight, rising 
less than half an inch per hour, but the 
limit has been about reached here. The 
water is all over the lower part of the 
city, over 200 families being driven from 
their homes. The courthouse is full of 
colored people, fed by the city. 

At Ripley, O., the river is rising at the 
rate of one and a half inches an hour 
and has reached Main street. Boats are 
used in landing passengers at the Ripley 
National bank, on Second street, and at 
At wood's hall, on Third street. The city 
east of Main street is covered with wa- 
ter, Dut only about 100 families have been 
driven out by the flood. 

At Gallipolis, O., only about forty fam- 
lies moved to the second story and the 
¢ondition is improving. 

,At Maysville, Ky., about thirty fam- 
ilies have moved to the second story and 
some have vacated, 

At Aberdeen, where the gauge is fifty- 
four feet, the condition is much worse. 

At Portsmouth the stage at 8 o'clock 
tonight was 56.4 feet, rising one inch per 
hour. The stage is not expected to be 
more than fifty-eight feet and the limit 
is anxiously awaited tomorrow morning. 


LOSS ESTIMATED AT $50,000. 


And Five Hundred People Homeless 
at Pomeroy Bend. 


Pomeroy, O., April 23.~The total loss 
to business and property in the Pomeroy 
bend fidod is estimated at $50,000. The 
Excelsior salt furnace has lost 10,000 bush- 
els; the Hope $815,000, Coal Ridge $20,000, 
and Buckeye $10,000. The damage to the 
Ohio River and Electric Power Compa- 
ny will reach $15,000. The Bare, Russell 
and Williams coal mines are flooded. Ful- 
ly 500 people have been driven from their 
homes and a thousand more are living in 
the second stories of dwellimgs.

Laws of Texas Bring Abcut a Pecul- 
iar Comp#ication of

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EXPLOITERS OF SAN DOMINGO. 


Effort Being Made To Declare Them 
Insolvent. 

New York, April 23.—The hearing in the 
case of the German-American Investment 
Company against the San Domingo Im- 
provement Company and the San Domin- 
Zo Finance Company was resumed today 
before Vice Chancellor Pitney, in Jersey 
City. This is an application for a rule to 
show cauce why the defendant companies 
should not be declared insolvent and a 
receiver appointed. The vice chancellor 
decided to hear the two suits separately. 
that against the San Domingo Improve- 
ment Company being first taken up. 

The defendant companies made a con- 
tract with the government of the republic 
of San Domingo to take the revenues 
frcm the customs and to finance the 
ecuntry. The plaintiff in this action 
claims that the defendant companies owe 
it $28,500 and interest gn $137,600 of bonds 
of the San Domingo government, which 
were given to plaintiff as collateral se- 
curity. 

Charles T. Wells. the vice president of 
the San Domingo Finance Company, testi- 
fied today that that company was sol- 
vent. He said the concern had total 
dabd.tities ot $1,500,000, of which $900,000 was 
owed to creditors in Ewrope. The total 
assets, he said. amounted to $6,000,000 at 
their face value. but were not actually 
worth that sum. The company held 
$600,000 in San Domingo currency, which 
could be disposed of for $300,000. The re- 
mainder of the assets consisted of gov- 
ernment bonds and railroad bonds.

Many Steamers Forced To Anchor 
outside Sandy Hook. 

New Tork, April 
which hds prevailed off. the Jersey coast 
and over New York bay and harbor for 
the past two days remains tonight. Dur- 
ing the day it had cleared sufficiently to 
enable in-coming steamers to find their 
way in past the Hook, but only between 
the hours of 10 to 12 this morning. 

The North German Lloyd steamer 
Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse, which was 
reported passing Fire island at 10:% 
o'clock this morning, has not been seen 
since that time. The fog has no doubt 
compelled her to anchor outside the bar. 
Other trans-Atlantic liners, including the 
Anchor Line steamer Anchoria, from 
Glasgow, which are due and have not 
been reported, are perhaps anchored out- 
side Sandy Hook awaiting the fog to 
clear. The White Star liner Teutonic, 
from Liverpool and Queenstown, due to- 
night, has not yet been reported. 

For the past couple of days only a half 
dozeh sailing ships have entered or left 
the port. The fog has practically tied up 
sail shipping and has seriously affected 
steam shipping.

may depend. Strong influences have for 
some time been at work upon Presi- 
dent McKinley and the secretary of 
state to secure the indorsement of 
these gentlemen to the Bermudez Com- 
Pany's determination to ignore the 
Venezuelan courts, and it hardly seems 
possible that the company would take 
the formal step referred to by Presi- 
dent Cagtro unless some sort of as- 
surance had been given. 

This, to say the least of it, would be 
& most unusual proceeding. The con- 
troversy between the two asphalt com- 
panies is one purely internal. The 
New York and Bermudez Company 
holds a concession to properties in a 
certain defined territory. The War- 
ner-Quinlan people, a rival concern, 
claim that a subsequent concession to 
develop what is known as La Felicidad 
asphalt lake does not conflict with the 


4 concession held by the older company; 


the Bermudez Company claims that 
its concession covers this property as 
well as others not in digpute, 

It is difficult to see how this can pos- 
sibly be construed as anything else 
than a case to be submitted to the de- 
cision of the Venezuelan courts. The 
dispute is one over the boundary line 
of property within that country, and 
this government recognizes Venezuela 
as a state capable of performing all na- 
tional and international obligations. 
The supreme court of Venezudéla has 
made a record for fairness in its de- 
cisions that cannot be questioned; it 


| has up to this time been free from the 


suspicion of influence at the hands of 
the executive. 

These two contending ‘companies are 
composed of American capitalists who 
have invested their money in Vene- 
zuela with full understanding of the 
laws and conditions in that, country. 
There is nothing on the fade’ of their 
controversy that could possibly war- 
rant this government steppiag im and 
presuming to decide the legal questions 
involved, for those are questions over 
which the Venezuelan eourts alone 
have jurisdiction. It may be, as the 
Bermudez Company claims, that Cas- 
tro is able to influence the courts, and 
that this influence will be exerted in 
behalf of the rival company, but some- 
thing more than the assertion of Gen- 
eral Greene and his colleagues in the 
asphalt trust ought to be necessary to 
make this government sever its friend- 
ship with a sister republic. That is 
what interference on the part of this 
government would mean. \ 

As to Mr. Loomis, it is charged that 
he has been unduly active in behalf 
of the Bermudez crowd and has ar- 
rayed himself in a sense against 
the Venezuelan government.

Taxing Department Stores. 

A bill before the French senate for 
the taxation of the big department 
stores, or grands magasins, is likely to 
attract considerable attention in this 
country. 

This bl proposes that the pro- 
prietors of such stores shall pay a tax 
on the employees they engage. A dif- 
ferent rate of tax is provided, accord- 
ing to the size of the city in which 
each is situated—more in Paris than in 
other cities. 

The taxation is on this basis: At‘ 
Paris, 25 francs for each employee; in 
cities of from 100.000 to 500,000 inhab- 
itants, 20 francs for each: from 50,000 
to 100,000 inhabitants, 15 francs; in 
towns of less than 50,000, 10 francs 
each. 

The measure also provides a tax on 
the horses and vehicles used by such 
establishments. At Paris this is to be 
100 frances for each vehicle and 50 
francs for each horse, and in other 
cities correspondingly less. The first 
two vehicles are to be exempt from 
taxation, however; and it is provided 
that each automobile used is to be 
reckoned as a vehicle with two horses. 


To an American Actor.

Two years ago Oscar Girard, who 
was the leading comedian of the Belle 
of New York” company that was tour- 
ing Australia, died at Adelaide.

“Americans Abroad,” the one he intro- 
duces to the readers of the May Century 
is a confirmed cosmopolite. 

“You see,” said he, “to one who has 
traveled, as I have, to every quarter of 
the globe, this belief of America in her 
destiny is mortifying. When I am in 
Europe I forget America. I actually for- 
get her for weeks at a time.“ 

He looked at me as if he did not expect 
me to credit him, but I did. 

“Now, when I'm in America” he con- 
tinued, “I don’t forget England or the 
Continent—they make themselves felt; 
but with America, poor, new, crude Amer- 
ica, out of sight is out of mind.” 

Don't you believe in a great future for 
America in her art and her music and 
her literature and her architecture?” 

He locked at me as a man looks at @ 
baby who has upset its pap. 

“Some years ago Sydney Smith, I think 
it was, said: ‘Who reads an American 
book? If he were living now I could 
truthfully tell him that I don't. For me 
there is only one literature, and that is 
German. Just as France is the great 
cook, so Germany jis the great literateur.” 

I ventured to say, in as much voice as 
a worm could muster, that it seemed to 
me that we were holding our own in all 
the arts, and that probably the coming 
century would see America the foremost 
musical nation.

Fear Cases May Be Made. 

The proprietors of barrooms and liquor 
houses are fearful that cases will be 
made against them tor handling these 
imftation goods. It is believed the matter 
is being worked up to this end. It is 
thought when the principal cities have 
been investigated in this way there will 
be some prosecutions with a view to stop- 
ping the sale of such spurious liquors. 

The indications are that similar inves- 
tigations are being made throughout the 
entire country and that these liquors are 
being seized wherever they are found 
— imitation foreign labels on the bot- 
tles 

A gentleman from Birmingham, Ala., 
said a similar raid had just been made 
there and that so much stuff had been 
seized from some of the barrooms that 
it had come pretty near closing a lot of 
them up for want of material with which 
to do business. 

The Atlanta barrooms will all have to 
take stock to find out just where they 
stand. While very little was taken from 
most of them. some of them lost heavily 
and the loss in the aggregate will be 
large.

TAXES ON ° CORPORATIONS 


Returns of Telephone, Telegraph and 
Express Companies. 


MADE TO THE COMPTROLLER 


Law Applicable to Railroads Is De- 
cided To Apply to Them 
Also. 


The legislature of 1900 passed an act 
changing the law in regard to the tax- 
ing of express, telegraph.and telephone 
companies. Under the old law these cor- 
porations were required to return their 
property~to the tax collectors in * 
county of the state for n and 
have their. property assessed in mi va- 
rious municipal corporations by the 
boards of tax assessors. 

Under the provisions of the act of 1900, 
the laws of force providing for the taxa- 
tion of railroads in this state were made 
applicable to the assessment and collec- 
tion of taxes from these corporations. 
There was much confusion growing out 
of the change. The comptroller general 
gave an opinion, a notice of which ap- 
peared in the columns of this paper last 
week, to the effect that the act did not 
apply to the assessment and collection | 
of taxes by municipal corporations. The 
Postal Telegraph-Cable Company, one of 
the corporations affected by the opinion, 
through their attorneys, Felder & Roun- 
tree, asked for a hearing upon the con- 
struction of the act and the hearing was 
had before the attorney general and 
comptroller general at,9 o’clock on yes- 
terday.

ficulty, listening to its voice and never 
acting except in line with its counsels.

From this con- 
tact they draw a taste for peace and 
the habit of carefully scanning the entire 
horizon and considering the arguments 
for and against every question. When, 
in addition to that, they have a goodly 
share of education and strive continuous- 
ly to add to their knowiedge so that in 
A way they keep well greased the ma- 
chinery of thought, they become at cheese 
marked by an extraordinary superiority 
over their fellows. 

President Loubet is a litetary man. 
He has read enormously, and because of 
his habit of early rising, quite common 
among country people, even at the Ely- 
sees palace, he finds time to read, ond 
not only read newspapers, but the re- 
views and books. He reads quickly, seizes 
well the gist of a writing, criticises fair- 
ly and in consequence gets much profit 
from his reading. Besides that, he as- 
sisted by a fine memory, which not only 
recalis to him what he has read. but 
also every scene through which he has 
passed. In that way he has accumulated 
@ vast experience relating to men and 
things. Only in one point evould this ex- 
perience be likely to prove weak. He has 
traveled little, or rather, unless I am mis- 
taken, he has not traveled at all; and in 
order to preside over the destinies of a 
country e France, which, owing to fta 
importance as a colonial power, its

A Tour of Inspection. 

So great was the interest of Mr. Og- 
den's party of northern philanthropists 
in the great work being done by Booker 
Washington in the Tuskegee institute 
that early Monday after their arrival 
they deserted their luxurious quarters 
in their special train and, accepting the 
hospitality of ‘the Washingtons, were 
comfortably domiciled at the institute 
until their departure tonight. Quarters 
were prepared for them in a building 
near the administration hall, and the 
party has enjoyed the comforts of a pri- 
vate dining room, sitting room and apart+ 
ments for writing and reading. 

To attempt to describe the vast store 
of interest presenting itself as the visit- 
ing strangers inspected the Tuskegee 
institute today and to mention the many 
incidents of the day would be impossible 
in limited space and limited time, but I 
only voice the sentiment of the entire 
party when I say that not in this coun- 
try or in any other is there a better es- 
tablished, equipped or operated institu- 
tion: In the industrial exposition made 
today every department of the institute 
has been opened, demonstrating the fact 
that besides the collegiate and normal 
twenty-eight different industries are 
taught in the curriculum of Tuskegee 
institute. 

Bright and early this morning the Og- 
den; party in groups of six and eight, 
started on their tour of inspection, enjoy- 
ing on the campus grounds immediately 
after breakfast a “dress parade’’ of the 
military company of the Institute who 
have acted as escort to divisions of the 
party during the rest of the day. 

The music was that of the institute 
band, and although now and then in the 
turns of the parade there was unmis- 
takably the head movements, the gait 
and the spirit of “Rastus on Parade.“ 
the occasion was most interesting if not 
picturesqué. 

In surcession the various ‘buildings 
comprising the institutions were visited 
and, actively engaged in the different 
industrial classes were the students, both 
men and women. They were scattered in 
all parts of the grounds, from those 
studying afchitectirre in the trades bulld- 
ing to the twelve young negro women 
conducting and studying tha industry of 
the poultry yard. 

The student body of the institute now 
numbers a thousand, and the institute 
is in ite twentieth year of work, and 
those inspecting it yesterday must have 
been convinced that it is ho longer an ex- 
periment, for it has ven to the con- 
trary its value in helping to upHft the 
millions of negroes and bring about har- 
monious relations between them and the 
white peaple of the south. The prog 
ress of the institution was enthuslastical- 
ly discussed. 

Starting with but one teacher and thir- 
ty students and in a rented: buildifg in 


‘tunities of the negro. 


‘1881, the Pistitution now has an average 


&ttendance of 1,060 students, representing 
twenty-seven states, Afriéa, Cuba, Porto 
Rico and Jamaica. Eight-six officers and 
teachers are * = Graduates and 
undergraduates to the number of 3,000 are 
doing most valuable work all over the 
south as industrial leaders; teachers, etc. 
Besides, thousands are reached by the 
Tuskegee negro conference and its va- 
rlous local conferences. From the first 
the main emphasis at Tuskegee has been 
placed upon intelligent industrlal, com- 
bined with academic, moral and religious 
training. . 

Twenty-eight industries are in constant 
operation in connection with the literary 
and roligious training given. 

The property of the institution is now 
valued at more than $300,000 and includes 
2.267 acres of land and 42 buildings, count- 
ing large and small, which have been 
built almost wholly by student labor. 

The amount necessary for the current 
expenses of the school each year is $80,- 
000, to say nothing of needed .improve- 
ment of plant in the way of apparatus, 
buildings, etc. 

Of this amount about $20,000 fs rea- 
sonably sure to come from stated sources, 
leaving $60,000 to be raised each year-al- 
most wholly by the personal efforts of 
Booker Washingtor. 

Although I heard many rumors during 
the day as to what might be the result 
of the Ogden party's visit, in the way of 
endowments, donations and the like, no 
tangible information could be obtained, 
and the scrutinous interest paid by each 
and every member of the party indicates 
that they are acting upon the principle 


| actuating their visit; that is, studying 


the educational status and needs of all 
the institutions of both white and colored 
in the section of the country they have 
visited. 

I believe the most interested party I 
saw at any of the classes was that head- 
ed by Bishop McVicker, Dr. Curry, 
Professor Scheflinger, Bishop McKeever 
and George Foster Peabody, who were 
present at the class conducted by Pro- 
fessor Carver in agriculture. 

Professor Carver is regarded as one of 
the brightest negro edtigators in the 
country, and is as black as any of his 
race get to be. He is a graduate of the 
Iowa College of Agriculture, and said to 
be a protege of the recent secretary of 
agriculture. 

He quizzed his students in a manner 
that confused them but nevertheless 
brought out their strong points and de- 
monstrated before the end of the clase 
that there was not a student fn it not 
possessed of more than average intélili- 
génce. The personnel of this agricultu- 
ral class differed from the others I saw 
indsmuch as the members were with 
the fewest exceptions what is called the 
typical negto—that is, the one with the 
darkest skin. This fact and their bright- 
ness and adaptability to the studies of 
the agricultural department. emphasize 
the statement made by those studious of 
the various phases of the race problem; 
that is, the negro is naturally adapted 
to agricultural pursuits.

ROBERT C. OGDEN TALKS 


/ 


Financier Declares That Trip Was 
a Successful One—All Having 
Been Accomplished That 
Was Set Out To Do. 


Robert C. Ogden's party of educators, 
millionaires, minisfers and philanthropists 
passed through Atlanta last night shortly 
after 10 o’clock en route to New York, 
after what Mr. Ogden described as a most 
successful trip through the south. The 
party left Tuskegee, where the special 
services at the educational institute pre- 
sided over by Professor Booker T. Wash- 
ington were held, at 6 o’clock last evening, 
and after almost a record run arrived 
here shortly after 10 o’clock. The stop 
Was only for twenty minutes. 

Rev. Dr. Charles Parkhurst, who while 
hére on Sunday became suddenly ill, suf- 
fered somewhat from éxhaustion while in 
Tuskegee, but last night seemed to be in 
good condition again. He has no serious 
trouble, say the members of the party, 
and after a rest he will be in good health 
again. Dr. Parkhurst’s present illness 
possibly results from the illness which 
affected him two years or so ago and is 
in the nature of a nervous breakdown. 

Remarkably fast time was made by the 
special train between Atlanta and West 
Point. This distance is something like 
eighty-eight miles and it was covered in 
about two hours, unusually fast time. 
At this point there was a change of crew. 
The new crew will take the party direct 
to Lynchburg, where there will be a 
stop over of two or thfee hours, after 
which the train will make all possible 
speed for New Tork. 

Owing to the lack of time the party was 
unable to stop over in this city to visit 
the Technological school, as had been 
plannéd, and great regret was expressed 
On all sides at this. In the party such 
eminent men as William H. Baldwin, 
Robert C. Ogdén and others were par- 
ticularly anxigus to visit the school owing 
to their personal interest in it and a de- 
sire to study educational facilities of this 
kind, and the only reason the stop-over 
was not made was because of the fact 
that many gentlemen in the party have 
pressing business engagements Thursday 
morning in New York and must be there 
at that time. 

John D. Rockefeller, Jr., was one of the 
party going north last night. He joined 
the party in Tuskegee for the return trip 
to New York. ' 

In speaking of the trip last night, Mr. 
Ogden said to a reporter for The Consti- 
tution: 

“Our trip to the south has been entire 
Iy successful. Of course the party came 
south for the primary purpose of attend- 
ing the educational conference in Winston 
and to visit Booker T. Washington's 
school in Tuskegee, still we have made 
investigations along other lines and are 
pleased at the result of our work. 

We have found educational facilities 
in the south, generally speaking, much 
better than we expected, and we have 
been greatly impressed by the southern 
people as & Class. Our trip has demon- 
strated the theory of closer communion 
between north and south, and in this way 
alone I think it will do great good. Every 
member of our party has been pleased by 
our reception in the south, and we have 
only the kindest sentiments for this por- 
tion of the country. Stories of our edu- 
cational plans are premature.“ 

When the party started south it was 
about seventy-five strong. On the return 
trip it is only about sixty strong, several 
members having stopped off at various 
points to return to New York indepen- 
dently. The special train is due in New 
York at half past 8 o’clock Thursday 
morning. 

Captain Lyman Hall, president of the 
Technologica].school, expressed great re- 
gret last night at the failure of the plan 
to have the party stop off here, but he 
said he supposed that there might be 
some difficulty about it, owing to the fact 
that the train is due back in New York 
at a certain time.

With appropriate and imposing cere- 
monies the Soldfers’ Home will be opened 
on June zd. the anniversary of Jefferson 
Davis's birthday, The board of trustees 
of the home decided Upon the opening at 
a meeting yestefday morning at 10 
o'clock held in the state library at the 
capitol. 

A splendid programme is to be arranged 
for the occasion, all the local veteran or- 
ganizations taking part. The Atlanta 
chapter of the Daughters of the Con- 
federacv and other like orders will have 
a prominent part in the exercises, Judge 
W. L. Calhoun, president of the board of 
trustees, has been ‘authorized to begin the 
preparation of a suitable programme for 
the day. 

The beard elected James L. Wilson, of 
Putnam county, superintendent of the 
home from a list of eighty-five applicants 
for that position. Mr. Wilson was a gal- 
lant soldier in the Twelfth Georgia regi- 
ment and served throughout the war, 
principally in Virginia with Stonewall 
Jackson.

Halls and porches, hammocks for porches, 
framed pictures, vases and bric-a-brac¢

Weekly Summary of the Crop Con- 
dition. 


Washington, April 23.—The weather bu- 
reau’s weekly summary of crop conditions says: 

This is the fourth consecutive week of abnor- 
mally cold weather over nearly the whole south, 
with the most marked temperature deficiency of 
the season in the central valleys and south- 
era states, the heavy precipitation throughout 
the Ohio valley and over the greater portion of 
the Atlantic coast and gulf districts. These 
conditions have been very unfavorable for 
farming operations. 

Very slow progress has been made with corn 
planting; none yet nas been planted north of 
the Oio river and extensive replanting will be 
necessary over a large part of the southern 
states, where the growth of the crop has been 
dcidedly checked. 

The week has been very unfavorable for eot- 
ton planting over a large part of the cot- 
ton belt, more particularly in the central dis- 
tricts, where much replanting will be neces- 
sary. The early planted is coming up to poor 
stands generally, and in Texas and Georgia 
some damage has been done by frost. In Ten- 
nessee about one-third of the crop has been 
planted. 

Although freezing temperatures occurred as 
far south as eastern Tennessee and western 
North Carolina, the reports indicate that fruit 
has very largely escaped injury. In portions 
of the central valleys and southern states 
fruit: has sustained injury, but it is probable 
that the damage was not serious. 


CHICAGO MARKET REVIEWED. 


Chicago, April 23.—May corn broke the crop 
price record again today and closed \c higher. 
Wheat broke under liquidation, closing |e 
lower. Oats closed %c down and provisions 
2%@5c fo 12%c depressed. 

The corn market clung firmly to its strong 
position. and while today’s trade was prob- 
ably less than yesterday in point of quantities 
changing hands, it was nevertheless quite ac- 
tive. The motive for spectilative acts was that 
of yesterday—namely, the concentration of long 
May corn in the hands of George H. Phillips 
and his following. The desire for profits, which 
is always a factor, was gratified to a limited 
extant, but the basic strength of the market 
was not impaired.

“The people of, Atlanta patronize 
amusements of all kinds so well that it 
geems strange that we do not have a 
greater variety of amusements here.“ 
remarked a well-known traveling man 
Yesterday. Theaters, concerts, leétures 
athletic games of il kinds, races of all 
Kinds, circuses and, in fact, all kinds 
of amusements Graw better here in At- 
lanta than any city I know of, and I go 
to nearly every city of any size in the 
country. In spite, of this fact Atlanta 
has fewer amusements than any city 
that I know of. Outside of the theaters 
there is really no place of amusement in 
Or about the city to speak of, as there 
are in other cities of Atlanta’s size. 
Now I do not know of a city as large 
as Atlanta that is without an amusement 
park of some kind. It seems to me that 
your street railroads are behind in this 
matter and it looks to me like parks of 
that kind could be made to pay here as 
they do elsewhere. I understand that it 
is even a matter of doubt as to whether 
or not you will have music 
in your one public park this 
summer or not. Music in the 
public parks has becOme an established 
thing all over the country, and I don't 
see how Atlanta can afford to be behind. 
If the railroads do not furnish the mu- 
sic, the city ought to in some way, for it

A unique feature of the windstorm 
which raged in Atlanta Friday night and 
Saturday was the effect that it had upon 
the large clocks in the tall steel-framed 
buildings. In the office of the weather 
bureau on the top floor of the Prudential 
building the wind put two or three large 
clocks entirely out of Dusiness. The clock 
in Mr. Marbury’s office faces south and 
the large pendulum, of Course, swings 
from east to west. During the severe 
wind Friday night, which was blow- 
ig steadily at a rate of fifty miles an 
hour, the vibration of the building was 
so ~reat that the pendulum was thrown 
out of plumb and the clock stopped. The 
vibration of the building was from north 
to south and at one time during the night 
js was 80 great that the ‘large brass 
péndulum waved so. far out of line that 
it thumped the glass front of its case. 
The young man who stays in the weath- 
er Office at night was startled during the 
worst part of 9— storm by this loud 
thumping sound. then it was that he 
noticed the — etion of the pendulum 
and -waswatching!it-when it became so vi- 
olent that the clock stopped. Observing 
the clocks in the 127 rooms he found that 
all of them with the pendulums swinging 
from east to west were affected in the 
same way, but a clock with its pendulum 
swinging the same. way that the building 
was vibrating was not affected. 

While the vibrations of the building 
were not enough for a person to feel yes- 
terday during the day, it was enough 
to keep the pictures suspended from the 
| walls by long wires. swinging back and 
forth. Thia strange performance was 
noticed in many of the offices on or 
near the top floor of the large steel 
buildings and caused no end of comment 
during the day. 

While every one, of course, realizes that 
the large steel buildings are the safest 
ones in a windstorm and no one felt 
the slightest apprehension, still it was a 
weird sight to see the pictures swinging 
backward and fc@wafd all day with a 
regular monotonous swing.

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INSURANCE NOTES 
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The annual meeting of the Southeast- 
ern Tariff Association, convening at Old 
Point Comfort this morning, wil be 
largely attended by Atlanta insurance 


people. 


The annual meeting finds all of the com- 
pact managers in congenial asociation 
with Secretary Fleming. There is har- 
mony in all, and Secretary Fleming is not 
disturbed by any break in the scattered 
cogwheels of the tariff office's machin- 


ery. 


The Atlanta men will go to the meet- 
ing more depressed than they have felt 
in years. Since the last tariff meeting 
their number has dwindled. The heavy 
losses in the south this year have added 
to their melancholy, and the fact that 
the Southeastern Tariff Association's 
usefulness has been crippled by confine- 
ment to four states has not contributed to 
their joy. Since the last meeting of the 
Southeastern Tariff Association Missis- 
sippi and Louisiana have been withdrawn 
from its jurisdiction, with little chance of 
re-establishment. There is some hope 
of getting back into South Carolina and 
crumbs of comfort are being snatched up 
from this. During the year the most dif- 
ficult fight that the tariff association 
waged was for life in Alabama. After a 
long strnggie in the Alabama house with 
a drastié bill, in which the Southeastern 
Tariff Association men were defeated, 
they succeeded in defeating the bill in the 
senate. 


Probably the two m most important acts 
of the executive commitee during the 
year were the advance made in tobacco 
rates and the new rule in regard to pro- 
tecting business against high commission 
companies. The tobacco advance went 
all, right in North Carolina, where there 
was co-operation between the companies, 


‘but caused endless contention in Virginia, 


where some cOmpanies acted contrary to 
the general experience on the Glass, and 
would not ask for increased rates. 


The commisison rule privilege to fight 
high commission companies, while it 
looks dangerous on paper, has not been 
applied, and has been practically a dead 
letter. Several managers said they would 
take advantage of it,if the necessity arose, 
but it never seemed necessary and the 
companies charged with paying high com- 
missions are still doing so where the com- 
plaints were made, and although tariff 
companies; have seen their business drop 
in many places, they have remained quiet 
and taken no action.
